It is used principally 
as a solvent iii the making of shellac 
varnish? in making celluloid, photo­ 
graphic paper, etc. 
It makes many 
beautiful dye tints. It is antiseptic and 
much used for liniments and for skin 
rubbing 
in 
bathhouses.— New York 
Ledger.

This is not only true of the 
lesser, but also of the greater crimes, al­ 
though a man is presumed to be at that 
period of his life not only in the zenith of 
his physical powers, but also in full 
aud c o m p le te possession of his mental 
strength, with a complete appreciation of 
right aud wrong and their respective 
consequences. This condition is a prob­ 
lem which has not been solved by the 
student of criminology, and one which 
is made the more complex by the fact 
that the ages of 21, 27 and 45 years 
nearly €*qual it, with the intervening 
years showing a far less percentage of 
crime. 
It is indeed peculiar that the crim­ 
inal tendency should be so strong af 29, 
with no such inclination, so far as crim­ 
inal statistics show, in as great a degree 
for the succeeding 16 years and then 
another outburst of the animal in man. 
This condition is found to be true by 
actual figures, aud as all statistical com­ 
putations at which average conditions 
are sought to be determined are arrived 
at by this method, so may the student 
of this subject as well as the insurance 
magnate who bases his rates on the gen 
eral average of losses in proportion to 
the risks taken, and does so with full 
safety, employ it iii solving th e problem 
before bim.—Chicago Times-Herald

of May until from the 1st to the loth of 
October. There is no regular communi­ 
cation bitween the m ining camps dur­ 
ing the winter, aud no mail facilities 
between Circle City and St. M ichael’s 
during the same period. 
“ I am reliably informed by Mr. Pre­ 
test. "the Episcopal m inister at the 
mouth of tho Tananah, and others that 
thoro is a practical route from the Ta- 
nanah across tho divide to the boud of 
Cook's Inlet via the head of Copper 
river; that Indians [tass to and fro, 
trading, during the winter. If this in­ 
formation proves correct, I believe puck 
anim als or wheeled transportation could 
ho placed on this route iu the summer 
aud a better and shorter route opened 
to the mines in our own territory. 
From all I eau ascertain I am now of 
tho opinion th at as soon as the develop­ 
ment of tho territory w ill justify this 
will be the shortest and most practica­ 
ble route for railroad communication 
w ith the open seu. W ith rail communi­ 
cation from the head of Cook’s iulot to 
the Tananah the commerce of 
the 
whole Yukon valley could be controlled 
by routes lying wholly in our own ter­ 
ritory. 
“ Should I be able to obtain a suffi­ 
cient num ber of serviceable dogs I wdll 
attem pt the exploration of this country 
during the coming winter, or make it 
my lirst w’ork should I remain in the 
territory. There is another route which 
leaves the Tananah about 800 miles 
above its m onth and strikes westerly 
across the divide to the head of tho 
Knahkokwim. Communication can be 
had by sea to the mouth of this river a 
m onth earlier than w ith St. M ichael’s. 
This route should ho explored as soon 
as practicable. 
We have ample sup­ 
ping ,, are in good health aud condition 
ami w ill devote the w inter to tho work 
of exploration.’’—-Philadelphia Press.

Sol 
a B. Aldrich of Mendota. I 
h« r successes have been so rem arkable 
as to conv nice prospectors th at sh© has 
Bom© power which is away out of th© 
ordinary ruu of everyday affairs. Mrs. 
Aldrich has already located 11 wells out 
of a total of l f trials. Gas has been dis­ 
cover* d w ithin the city lim its of Prince­ 
ton by Mrs. Aldrich’s clairvoyance or 
the ability of her “ guide” to see under­ 
ground or by some other power the ex­ 
act nature of which is not aud perhaps 
never w ill l*e known. 
The Princeton well was found by 
Mrs. Aldrich on the property of the 
creamery firm of Wood & V odder. The 
location W’as made on Oct. 26. Drilling 
began Nov. 25, aud after three days of 
labor and anxiety gas was found at a 
depth of 130 feet and yielding a pressure 
of six pounds. 
On the following Mon­ 
day the pressure had increased to nine 
pounds, w hich is enough to not only 
furui.-h heat, light aud propelling pow­ 
er for the creamery, but heat and light 
for a number of dwellings in that vicin­ 
ity. 
The Princeton find is the result of 
th at spirit of curiosity which is so uec- 
essary to progress at times. Considering 
tin? wide prevalence of natural gas in 
this county, several gentlemen of this 
city recently decided to form a club fox 
tin* purpose of promoting investigation. 
A fter a little discussion an organization 
of 23 was formed, w ith tho simple plan 
of storting w ith a fund of $ 115, or $5 
apiece, this money to go toward locat­ 
ing and developing gas wells. 
If the 
party on whose ground tho well w’as lo­ 
cated should succeed in finding gas, he 
was then to assume all the expense of 
obtaining it, and tho original sum was 
to go toward finding gas on the projier- 
ty of some other member of the club. 
Of course if gas failed to appear after 
two or three attem pts the club would 
naturally dissolve, as the expense in­ 
curred in locating aud drilling for the 
article in two or three cases would ex­ 
haust the fund. 
The smallness of tho sum set apart by 
this club and the general lim itations 
imposed w’ere all owing to a peculiar 
contingency 
th at entered into their 
whole movement. 
They had heard- of 
the successful locations made by the 
clairvoyant and wore anxious to test her 
themselves, aud their fund, 
though 
small, w’as sufficient for that purpose. 
They had heard of the wells of Messrs. 
Joe and Fred Albrecht of Ohio station, 
of tho w ell located for John Isaacs of 
Malden, of John Ellis, Henry and H ar­ 
vey (Weddington, farm ers living north 
of here, and the satisfaction given them. 
Here were ten locations made by her, 
euch one yielding gas. Tile club decided 
th at she should locate for them also. 
True, she had marked out two other lo­ 
cations which had failed, owing, as she 
explained, to her directions not having 
been obeyed—one for W illiam Sutton 
of Malden and one for Henry W ells, 
living near Dover, b u t IO successes out 
of 12 ventures were considered a safe 
proportion from even a strict business 
point of view. 
So she was sent fur, j 
w ith tho result already mentioned. 
Mrs. Aldrich is a largo, comely wom­ 
an of about 45, pleasant aud quiet in 
her manner. Hhe has followed clairvoy­ 
ancy for 23 years, having begun for the 
medical treatm ent of hor two children, 
who w’ere delicate. 
From this begin­ 
ning she has developed through differ­ 
ent stages and is now especially promi-1 
ii' ut for lier gas w’cll locations and her 
ability to locate stolen or lost property. 
Tho locations of the well* are made 
while she is in a trance, during which J 
sh*} follows the direction of w hat she 
calls a “ guide,” tracing the gas veins 
to a converging jKiint or place of stron­ 
gest pressure, which is indicated to her 
by a slit - 1 of flame appearing before her 
eyes, 
Here she directs a stake to be 
driven, and here the d rill—generally a 
two i n c h d rill—is set to work. 
When 
gas is struck, the hole is piped. 
The v ein s located by her are generally 
from 130 to 200 feet from the surface of 
the ground and have been opened by F. 
II. ( onant & Co. of Dover, who have 
drilled after all her locations. 
Some­ 
tim e s th o veins yield interm ittently, but 
usually they settle down to a steady 
flow. 
(Jccasionally a well needs clean­ 
ing ont, in which case it often yields 
even better than at first. 
Some have thought, and others still 
think, that because this is a gas arca 
therefore any one can locate gas at ran 
dom, but the facts show th at many have 
made a number of attem pts before find­ 
ing gas; some have fa ile d altogether, 
wbilo o c c a sio n a lly some one strikes it 
at the first attem p t He usually stops at 
that one. 
But there is uo record in this section 
of am’ one having made one successful 
attem pt 
after 
another 
except that 
a c h ie v e d by Mrs. Aldrich. 
Her record 
the opposite of the one made by the 
in Lamoille, who has drilled his 


practically no room left 
She is a phenomenon. 
F. Albrecht of Ohio station made 
seven or eight attem pts to locate gas, 
failing in each. 
Harvey Ooddington 
made three and John Ellis one, with 
sim ilar results. 
Mrs. Aldrich on being 
called located the wells for each of 
these gentlemen, succeeding at the first 
attem p t 
For Harvey Ooddington she 
made four successive location*, finding 
gas each time. 
She certainly is an ex­ 
pert as well as a mystery, w hatever 
may l>© the conclusion as to the source 
of her wonderful power. — Chicago 
Times-Herald.

F t of CMO f M arion’* Heport. on tho M ili­ 
tary H om ing Pigeon In Europe. 
Professor Marion of the Naval acad­ 
emy recently subm itted to tho secretary 
of the navy a report of an inspection 
made by him of the m ilitary and private 
homing pigeon system of belgium aud 
other European countries, 
belgium is 
the recognized center of the homing 
pigeon* says Professor Marion, and it is 
to be found there in the highest stage of 
perfection. 
Pigeon races constitute the 
national sport of the Belgians aud are 
encourage <1 by flu* distribution of prizes 
by the king and by subsidies. 
These 
races stim ulate the pigeon fanciers to 
the extent of obtaining almost incredible 
results, such as flights of the birds from 
Ireland, Spain, southern Fram e and 
■ten italy to b e l g i u m , over distances of 
many hundreds of miles and attaining 
the phenomenal speed of 1,700 meters 
per m innie for short distances. 
Professor Marion says th at ho secured 
a num ber of birds from several of th** 
famous lofts for the naval pigeon service 
in Vmeri* a as well as diplom as show­ 
ing their work. 
These birds have beet; 
distributed among the various naval 
lofts for tho purpose of improving thi­ 
ef ruin. 
Professor Marion believes th at many 
of the first class lighthouses, naval sta­ 
tion.1- and lightships should be provided 
w ith cots. 
Th© Germans, he says, have 
un excellent pigeon service in oooneotion 
w ith their lighthouse system. He thinks 
that the various states m ight be asked 
to operate some of these new stations, 
w hich in tim e of w ar ara expected tc 
render inestim able service. 
Tho whole 
A tlantic coast would thus be connected 
aud constant com m unication had at any 
tim e w ith a fleet patrolling the coast. 
The principal m ilitary loft of Belgi­ 
um, he says, contains about IOO birds, 
tw o-thirds of which are under constant 
training, the whole system being under 
control of the engineers of tho army. 
At sea, in case of urgent necessity, he 
believes th at tho birds m ight tie flown 
even during a fog. as the fog is often 
low, aud ti**' birds, rising above it, m ay 
be able to reach their destination. 
Ex­ 
perim ents of flying tho birds a t night, 
©specially during m oonlight, have been 
successful. 
The report says th at in most of the 
continental messenger pigeon systems 
the messages arc inserted in a quill, 
which is fastened to one of the feathers 
of the bird. 
In G reat b ritain the mes­ 
sages are attached to tho leg by w rap­ 
ping tin* paper around it and securing 
it w ith an elastic band. 
Th© question of color seems not to be 
considered param ount in Belgium hom ­ 
ing pigeons. 
Tho pigeons are bred for 
flying and not for color. 
Any bird that 
works well is kept and bred from, be its 
color w hat it may. 
Professor Marion 
says that th** greatest desiderata in a 
homing pigeon are th** strength of wing 
aud the breadth of the flight feathers, 
of which there should bo ten, w ithout 
which the bird is useless for messenger 
work.—New York Hun.
